The requirements of General Laws, 
Chapter 55, specifically states that a can¬ 
didate with a liability must, on January 10 of. 
each year following the election, file with the 
Town Clerk, a statement as to whether or not 
there has been a change in the status of the 
liability. Moreno has failed to comply with 
this legal requirement on both January 10, 

1976 and 1977. . , u 

On December 7, 1975, a testimonial, which 
he initiated, was held on his behalf. According 
to a report appearing in the Agawam Citizen, 
300 attended the affair.

This be¬ 
ing the case, Moreno should have realized suf¬ 
ficient funds to clear any deficits that existed 
from the election.

Therefore, he was not compelled to report his 
expenses and proceeds. However, this does 
not relieve him of the liability of filing his 
statement on January 10 of each year. 


We are not surprised that a man who 
proclaims himself to be an expert in law, 
finances, etc. and who continually harrasses 
others with what he believes to be violations 
of law would disregard the laws when it 
relates to him. 

We have pointed out, in previous editorials, 
the undisputed facts that Moreno as a 
developer and as Building Inspector, had used 
two sets of standards in applying the law. One 
for himself and one for others. As a coun¬ 
cilman, he is still applying the same standard. 

Moreno’s latest caper is his insistance that 
the District Attorney take action against 
Westman for budget procedures that he in¬ 
sists are illegal. In this, he was accompanied 
by his two faithful followers, councilors 
Rheault and Davilli. The District Attorney for 
the second time, found no basis to issue com¬ 
plaints against Westman. 

Moreno, who fancies himself a legal expert, 
for years has been embroiled in court cases, 
many due to mismanagement of his own af¬ 
fairs. He has yet to win one of his many legal 
hassles.

Students at Agawam High 
School will receive their end- 
of - the - year report cards 
through the mail this year. 
It is expected that the cards 
and a copy of next year s 
program of courses will 
be sent out on June 24, 
1977. 
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Attempts by Town Coun¬ 
cilors Valentine Moreno, 
Anita Davilli and Donald 
Rheault to bring charges 
through the District At¬ 
torney’s office, have met 
with failure for the second 
time. 

As in 1976, the trio of coun¬ 
cilors charged manager 
James Westman with budget 
“irregularities.” Moreno 
quoted the law to the District 
Attorney Matthew Ryan; 
however, Ryan refused to 
issue a complaint or present 
the matter to the Grand Jury. 

The trio was told by Ryan 
that he did not wish to get in¬ 


volved in Agawam politics 
and if they had a criminal 
complaint, they should place 
the matter before the 
District Court Clerk and 
attempt to convince him of 
the need for a show-cause 
hearing. 

Moreno had commented 
earlier in the week, “We 
weren’t there to mediate a 
complaint, the man is guilty 
and we’re there to hang 
him.” 

Westman said the move by 
the trio was “another 
attempt to harass me.” 

On charges that he 
attempted to “hide” salary 


increases for various in¬ 
dividuals in the new budget, 
Westman noted: “This 
would require the collusion of 
two or three town officials. I 
would have to have the 
department head’s coopera¬ 
tion and that of the Town 
Treasurer and Town Accoun¬ 
tant.” 

After failing to substan¬ 
tiate their claim of budget 
irregularities before the 
District Attorney in 1976, 
Moreno and Davilli both 
voted not to adopt the budget. 
However, the Council voted 
13 to 2 to do so.

trophy enough for the 
humanitarian hunter.

Dishonest Reporting 

Sad as it is to relate, responsible newspapers must 
repudiate the growing volume of inaccurate and 
dishonest reporting which feeds the growing scandal 
and feature boom in the U.S. press. 

Prime Minister Trudeau recently remarked that of 
all the alleged interviews with his separated wife since 
their parting, none had any basis in fact, nor had any 
been the result of an interview. 

Former President Nixon recently remarked over a 
hundred people quoted in a book about him had written 
him that what was attributed to them was false. That 
was after the money had been made. 

Unfortunately there are newspaper reporters who 
write to sell. If they exaggerate, or sensationalize, and 
sell-and even become famous, that supposedly excuses 
their literary license. But newspaper reporters, unlike 
novelists, have no literary license. The U.S. press has 
been, relatively, more responsible than the press in 
foreign countries, where notorious sensationalism is 
rampant. But in recent years the trend toward inside 
sensational reading-scandal, crime, and corruption 
-has spurred newsmen on to greater and greater 
daring, and sometimes irresponsibility. 

The Will To Resist 

The will to resist oppression or aggression is part of 
the strength (often the origin) of democracy. In the 
recent observance of Memorial Day some were 
disturbed by the apathy or lack of enthusiasm in some 
communities. 

One speaker at a ceremony honoring wartime 
pilot-trainees who lost their lives remarked that Ameri¬ 
cans seem to be losing the will to resist aggression. He 
concluded that the lack of interest in heroes, in those 
who gave their lives for their country, reflects a 
weakening determination to resist aggressors. 

The Vietnam War turned many in the younger 
generation off, turned them away from concepts of 
duty, patriotism, etc. It was, of course, the wrong war 
in the wrong place at the wrong time. 

That chapter is over, the draft dodgers have been 
forgiven. No one is drafted today. There is no universal 
service for eighteen-year-olds (probably the only way 
America can keep abreast in the arms race with Russia 
without going broke). 

Peace and detente are today’s bywords and goals, 
entirely proper and hopeful. 

It’s too early, however, to assume aggression will 
not again occur. The have-not nations or the 
communists-if they continue to gain militarily-could 
eventually try to conquer this rich nation if its 
population becomes so sophisticated it no longer 
possesses the will to resist.
